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1,400 MILL WORKERS ON ASTRIKE. 
WOULD NOT WORK WITH NEGROES 


Women at the Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills Refuse To. 
Work with Negro Women and Go on a Strike. 


OTHER OPERATIVES HAVE JOINED THE STRIKERS 


Textile Workers Will Conduct the Strike and Announce That 
They Are Determined To Push the Fight Through---A 
Lively Mass Meeting of Strikers Yesterday. 


Because twenty negro women were put 
to work in the Fulton Bag and Cotton 
Mills yesterday morning, over 1,400 men, 
women and children employed in the mills 
quit their machines and walked out. 

The strike was started by the white wo- 
men employed at the mills, who refused to 
work with negro women. The women and 
children struck at 8 o'clock in the morning 
and the men walked out at noon. The mills 
were promptly closed down and it may be 
weeks before they ire operated again. 

The strikers after quitting work lost no 
time in organizing. A meeting was held 
at 3:30 o'clock in the Federation of Trades 
hall. Committees were appointed and the 
strike was given a good shove off by the 
other trade unions. 

The big strike was entirely unexpected 
by the operators of the bag and cotton 
mills. Yesterday morning at the regular 
hour for beginning work, the entire force 
of nearly 1,500 hands were at the factory 
and nothing unusual could be noticed. The 
women had been told on the previous even- 
ing that the negro women would be put to 
work in the folding department yesterday 
morning, and it seems that some of them 
had already discussed the matter before 
going to the factory. 

When the hands congregated around the 
factory at 6 o'clock they were told that 
the twenty negro women had already gone 
upstairs to begin work. This seemed to 
enrage the girls who work in the folding 
department. One of them, a young woman 
named Brooks, waited until Mr. Jacob El- 
sas, one of the proprietors, arrived, and 
then the trouble began. Miss Brooks 
walked up to Mr. Elsas and said _= she 
wanted to know if he intended to put a 
crowd of negroes in with her and the other 
girls. 

Mr. Elsas informed her that he was run- 
ning the business and that it was not a 
matter to inquire about. 

Miss Brooks was warm on that particular 
subject and she told the proprietor that the 
girls were running that part of the busi- 
ness and that trouble would ensue if the 
negroes were put to work. 

As Mr. Elsas walked away she told him 
that they would not go to work if the negro 
women were allowed to remain. 

Mr. Elsas disregarded this threat and 
the negroes were set to work. The 200 girls 
employed in the folding department refused 
to even enter the factory, but after linger- 
ing for a while around the gate, went qul- 
etly to their homes. The strikers claim 
that three employees named Rachel 
Hughes, Oscar Todd and Mrs. Bailey re- 
mained in the folding department and 
taught the negroes, how to work. 


Others Continue at Work. 

The other departments worked until ll 
o'clock, when the women in the cotton fac- 
tory and the bag factory quit work. The 
men employed throughout the entire milis 
followed suit, and a few minutes after 12 
o'clock the factory was deserted, but on 
the outside there were great evidences of 
the strike. 

All around the factory the hundreds of 
men, women and children congregated and 
for a while it seemed that the crowd was 
on the verge of engaging in a riot. One 
lone policeman tried to quell the disturb- 
ance, but gave up the job and sent for 
re-enforcement. Before the crowd was dis- 
persed several officers had to be summoned. 

For an hour the situation looked squally. 
The police made three arrests and showed 
that they were determined and the mob 
subsided. 

Bailiff John O'Connor was arrested for 
the mob to riot. The bailiff is 
well known in justice court circles 
collector. He was watching the crowd of 
strikers when it suddenly occurred to him 
to start out in the capacity of a leader. 

He sprang out of his buggy and began 
to talk to the mob. He encouraged them to 
fight to the last, and was howling out a 
long harangue, when the police made a 
dash for him. Then occurred the most ex- 
citing incident of the day. 

“Don't let "em have him,” shouted sev- 
eral men, and instantly the policemen were 
surrounded with a large crowd of people 
determined to save O’Connor from the 
officers. 

But nerve and steel won. The officers 
dragged the struggling O’Connor out of the 
midst of his friends and sent him to town 
in a patrol wagon. 

Violence Was Imminent. 

About this time several bova began to 
make dangerous demonstrations. Rocks 
and other missiles began to fly through 
the air, and the officers thought a big riot 
was on hand. The police station was called 
on’ for more men and in a few minutes 
the extra patrol wagons came tearing down 
Decatur street filled with armed policemen. 
The wagons were driven right into the 
crowd and the policemen with their clubs 
sprang out, and under the leadersh'p of 
Sergeant Mike White, soon had the strikers 
too much awed to act. 

Two of the boys who had led the iIn- 
cipient riot, Jeff Smith and Wil! Jackson, 
were arrested and carried out of the crowd. 
Some of the strikers wanted to rescue them 
from the officers, but wiser counsel pre- 
vailed and the boys were sent to the police 
barracks. They were afterwards released 
on collateral furnished by strikers. 

All of the arrested parties will be tried 
in police court this morning at 9 o’clock and 
several hundred strikers will be on hand 
to see justice done. 

As the patrol wagons were being driven 
away with the prisoners some of the wo- 
men called on the men to take the two 
boys and O'Connor from the police. 

“You are all cowards to let our people 
be carried off that way for nothing.’ shout- 
ed a tall, bony looking woman, who seem- 
ed in a passion at the inaction of the men. 

Ths police were kept busy for nearly two 
heurs driving the crowds back out of the

Streets were cleared. 
Lively Scenes About the Factory. 

The vicinity of the factory, on South 
Boulevard, near Decatur street, was kept 
lively all of yesterday afternoon by the ex- - 
cited strikers. Many open threats were 
made that the negre women would be fixed. 
More than a thousand women and children 
kept the little village of operatives’ houses 
like a besieged town. Excited discussions 
were held on every street corner and in 
every little house. 

The Textile Workers’ Protective Union 
took the matter up at noon, and a meet- 
ing was called for 3:30 o’clock in the hall 
of the Federauon of Trades at 62% Peach- 
tree street. 

Before that hour the large hall was 
crammed full of little girls, women and 
boys. The meeting started off with a 
rush, 

Textile Workers Take Action. 

Lon Smith was elected chairman and 
Charles R. Jones secretary. The first thing 
was a speech by E. D. O’Connor, who spoke 
for haif an hour on the grievances of the 
strikers. 

Every sentence of the speaker was wild- 
ly cheered and every sentiment vociferous- 
ly indorsed. O’Connor spoke of the wrong 
that the factory owners had tried to force 
on the women and applauded highly the 
action taken by theia in striking before 
working with negroes. 

5S. M. White followed in a lively speech. 
One or two other’ enthusiastic strikers 
vouchsafed a few remarks. ; 

Committees were then appointed. A com- 
mittee of five men, Rankin, Buice, Strauss, | 
White and Shackelford, was appointed to. 
Secure attorneys for the strikers. Colonel 
Ladson, the attorney of the Federation of 
Trades, was secured to defend the three 
strikers in police court this morning. 

One big man spoke of the great erime of 
the police im arresting the three rioters, and 
said that the strikers must stand by the 
prisoners. This sentiment was loudly 
cheered. 

“IH get a lawyer myseif and see that 
justice is done in that police court tomor- 
row for one time,” said a man with big, | 
maid-looking eyes that popped and snapped 
like some fire was burning there: 

It was finally decided to spend all kinds 
of money to get the arrested strikers out 
of ¢ he barracks. 

A press committee was next appointed. 
This committee consisted of Messrs. 
Sirauss, Sell, Henck, Willerby and White. 
The men were. instructed to prepare a 
Statement for the press, setting forth the 
gr.evances of the strikers and appealing to 
other laborers for help. The committee 
was also authorized to prepare a circular 
reciting the situation amd the cause of 
the strike, which is to be sent to labor 
unions all over the country. This circu- 
lar is to be an appeal! for help—in money 
or otherwise. 


Will Meet Again Today. 

It was decided not to hold the meeting 
that had been called for this morning at 
10 o'clock, as nearly all wanted to gO to 
police court. The meeting was postponed 
until 3:30 this afternoon. 

It was afierwards decided to hold a 
meeting every afternoon until the disagree- 
ment is adjusted. 

The Textile Union received a great num- 
ber of new members at the meeting, which 
swelis the union to a membership of nearly 
1,000. About 200 of the old members work- 
ed at the Fulton mills. 

The meeting was, without doubt, the live- 
liest of its Kind ever held in Atianta. The 
majority of the crowd were women end 
children, but they made enough racket. 

Une man won eternal fame as an orator 
by jumping up and exclaiming in emphatic 
terms that it was a shame and an out- 
rage for “our wives to be forced to work 
uiong nasty, black, stinkin’ nigger 
wimmin’.” 

The orator brought forth deafening 
cheers by saying that the movement was 
bound to succeed because it was started 
by ladies, and was being directed by la- 
dies. 

It was voted at the adjournment to give 
three cheers for the Textile Workers’ Un- 
ion. he strikers will meet again at 3:0 
this afternoon.

Unknown Negro Shot Her in Her Own 
Cabin. 

Augusta, Ga., August 4.—(Special.)—News 
reached Augusta today of_a brutal murder 
in the county last night on the plantation 
of J. M. Seago, about nine miles from 
town, on the Savannah road. A negro wo 
man, named Laura Lark, who is a deaf 
mute, occupied a cabin on the plantation. 
A negro man who occupies a cabin not far 
from her borrowed Kerosene from her about 
10 o'clock to put in his lamp. At the time 
he said an unknown negro man was there. 
About an. hour later, he heard a gun shot 
at Laura’s cabin and running there found 
her lying on the ground a few feet from 
her door, apparently nearly dead from a 
gunshot wound.

Mr. W. H. Brewer, of Griffin, filed the 
priginal petition for the reduction and then 
he was ollowed by Captain D, G. 
Puree, the Savannah cotton 
exchange. oth Messrs. Brewer and Purse 
were present yesterday. Two dozen or 
more railway Officials and a few disin- 
terested spectators wera also there. The 
audience was so large that commis- 
Goners adjourned from their own office to 
the senate chamber, a@ move which was in 
the interest of comfort and life. 

The full board were there, Chairman 
Trammell and Commissioners Fort and 
Crenshaw. Colone] Trammell asked Judge 
Fort to conduct the case, and he did it. 
Although the hearing bristled with statis- 
tics and more or less ancient history, con- 
stitutional law and rhetoric, it was not at 
all an uninteresting session. 

In the presentation of their defense the 
railroads. pursued the policy of standing 
pat. They called on the complainants to 
prove their allegations about the present 
rates being too high, unreasonable and un- 
just. The roads put up no witnesses and 
did not occupy twenty minutes in arguing 
their gide. They simply stood on their 
answers filed in writing prior to tho hear- 
ing. They did not even read these to the 
board. 

Captain Purse and Mr. Brewer pursued 
different tactics. Mr. Brewer called a few 
Witnesses to the stand, swore them and ex- 
amined them and in conclusion made a 
short oral argument. Captain Purse read 
his voluminous argument, but examined 
nO Witnesses. Mr. Brewer confessed him- 
self that ha had poor succesa in extracting 
favorable testimony from the railway ex- 
perts. “I found,’’ he stated, “‘that it was 
&@ hard matter to prove anything by rail-

Did Little Talking. 

Major Joseph Cumming, of Augusta, who 
Was the spokesman for the roeds, retorted 
that his clients had not invited the oppor- 
tunity to testify and they had not placed 
any restrictions on whom the petitioner 
Should examine. There were others, per- 
haps, Who could testify to the matters 
Which he wanted to bring out.

He had heard something about them, but 
he got the most of his information, he 
stated, from Mr. Brewer while entertaining 
him at Savannah some weeks ago. Mr. 
Egan said that he could not testify about 
the plan under which the bonds of the 
Central were issued because he was not 
with it at the time of the reorganization 
and had nothing to do with them.

Were Poor Witnesses. 


Mr. Brewer saw that the railroad men 
did not make good witnesses for his side 
and he announced that he Knew what he 
wished to prove, but did not know how 
to go about proving it. It was suggested 
that he should take the stand himself. He 
accepted the suggestion and testified that 
he had seen cut rates authorized out of 
Griffin on cotton for Virginia points. 

Captain Purse’s turn came now, and he 
proceeded to read his argument. About 
two-thirds of it were devoted to the South- 
ern railway. It was decidedly personal in 
its references to Vice President Finley, who 
filed the answer for the Southern. The 
language was afterwards criticised by Ma- 
jor Cumming, in his conclusion, as un- 
parliamentary, and one of the “ommission- 
ers stated that the personal references 
would have been ordered stricked out if 
the request had been made. No one inter- 
rupted, however. 

One thing noticeable in this case was 
that neither of the petitioners took up 
either of the two points, to which attention 
was called in The Constitution nearly a 
month ago. These points were that the 
commissioners war.ted to hear from them 
on the ability of the railroads to stand a 
reduction in revenue and to hear the Geor- 
gia cotton rates compared with the cotton 
rates in other states. Captain Purse made 
his comparisons between cotton in Georgia 
and grain in lowa and Illinois. The rail- 
roads, on the other hand, declared that 
they could not stand a loss in revenue 
and they presented tables showing that 
Georgia’s cotton rates are the lowest in 
the cotton growing states. They also made 
the point that the western states raise far 
more wheat and corn than the southern 
states raise cotton. Then the western 
roads have to meet water competition on 
the lakes, and as the grain is not worth 
one-tenth as much per pound as cotton, 
it would not be fair to apply the same 
rates to both. 

Captain Purse insisted that there was a 
refation between grain rates and cotton 
rates, or there should be. He declared that 
it made no difference whether the rail- 
roads were financially able to stand the 
proposed reduction not, the reduction 


or 
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should be made, and if it amounted to con- 
fiscation, then het them make the most of 
it, as Patrick Hetiry said of treason. 

Captain Purse Reads. 

Captain Purse devoted the first ten pages 
of his argument to a statement of his case, 
the history of railroad commissions ard 
their relations to the public and to the 
Savarrah has contributed lib- 
erally to railroads, he said, and has al- 
vc ys been friendly to them. 

Keaching the question of the reasonable- 
ness of the cotton rates, Captain Purse 
tock up the answer made by the Southern 
railway and gave about fortv pages of 
menuscript to that parer. He submitted 
tables showing the rates on corn and wheat 
in Illinois and Iowa, and he claimed that 
a+ they were much’ lower per 100 poyads 
than cotton rates in Georgia, the latter 
vere unjustly high. 

The petition denied that cotton is very 
liable to loss or damage while in transit, 
and said that the insurance on moving cot- 
ton is not a large item. He said that the 
roads ought not to have any special crecit 
for paying compress charges because they 
are enabled to get more cotton in a car. 
Compréssing affords a means of shrinking 
rates, he said, and of fostering discrimina- 
tions that place 1,300 to 2,000 non-competi- 
tive points at the mercy of fifty to 100 
competitive or so-called competitive points. 
“Cotton from Thomaston is carried te Ma- 
con, compressed, and shipped to Norfolk, 
714 miles, while Savennah, an equally avail- 
able poirt, is only 191 miles distant on a 
continuous hne. The difference between 
ocean freights at Savannah and Norfolk 
cannot be tortured into explaining this iI- 
legitimate practice by any railroad system, 
but it is directly chargeable to the extreme 
high rates in Georgia that permit the 
heavy shrinkages necessary to accomplish 
these violations of the correct principles 
of transportation, and make a value at 
competitive points not enjoyed by non-com- 
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Wheat ylelds 419 pounds and of corn 
pounds in transportation.” 

The cotton grown on one acre in Georgia 
if hauled fifty miles would produce nearly 
23> cents, while the wheat grown on an acre 
of ground in Illinois would yield 25% cents 
and the corn would produce 60 cents. 

He disevssed the inerease@d mileage of 
railroads in the state fim the past ten vears. 
Liberal quotaticns were made from the de- 
of the interstate commerce 
commission, from The Constitution 
and Baron tothschild. Every loss 
by rate wars is made up, he 
declared, by higher rates. He attaeked the 
old Southern States Freight Association 
and stated that the policy of the Southern 
railroad is to build up Norfolk at the ex- 
pense of south Atlantic ports. If the pres- 
ent policy is allowed to continue, he pre- 
aicted that Savannah would in the not very 
distant future be among the dead cies of 
Georgia. lle announced that he was not 
an advocate of low rates, but of equitable 
rates. Cotton cannot bear a high rate and 
he asked the commission to reduce gihe 
freight charge on the commodity. 

Answers of the Roads. 


The Southern railway made the 
answer submitted. It was printed, and so 
Was the answer of President G. C. Smith, 
of the Atlanta and West Point. Several of 
the roads reeited the same facts in thelr 
replies. A synopsis of three or four of the 
arguments will give an idea of the general 
character of oll. 

They were all ably prepared papers. 
The Central’s Reply. 

Vice President John M. Egan filed the an- 
swer of the Central Railroad Georgia. 
There were eleven typewritten pages. Mr. 
Kkgan admitted that the cotton crop of 
Georgia has increased from 959,000 bales in 
1889 to 1,100,000 bales estimated for 1896-97, 
While the margin profit in real 
and other lines of business has decreased, 
the same is equally true of railroading. 
While the price of cotton has declined, the 
cost to the producer or the consumer 
getting it to market has also dveercased. 
Mr. Egan toovhi up the matter of the capacily 
cars and trains hauling cotton, 
showing that whiie, by reason of compress- 
ing, three times more cotton can be Car- 
ried in a car now than eould be hauied 
some years ago, the roads bear the expense 
of the compressing. It was ciaimed thiat 
the reduction in cotton rates made by the 
commission in 1888 was “‘very severe in char- 
acter, and one which brought the cotton 
rates down to the very lowest point which 
Vas possible for the carriers to stand, and 
this respondent calls attention to the fact 
that the average rate On cotton in Sep- 
tember, 1879, when the commission law 
went into effect, Was .478 cents, and in May, 
1889, it was reduced to .308. In. August, 
18SSV, it Was again raised to .254; in 1882, low- 
ered to .d30; in 1883, restored to and in 
October, 1588, reduced to .da2. Then came 
the reduction of December, 1888, to .2%3, at 
which point the average rate on cotton in 
Georgia has remained ever since,”’ 

Nearly all of the Central's cotton goes to 
Savannah. The Central's average haul of 
cotton is 1938.5 miles. The average revenue 
received by the Central on cotton in 1879 
was 50 cenis per 1W0 pounds. Now it is 35 
cents. In 1879 the Central received from 
cotton rates $00.42 per mile of road in Geor- 
gia. This revenue has stead.ly decreased 
until in 1897 the company received only 
$394.45 on cotton per mile of road in Geor- 
gia. 

In 1879 the Central thhandled 333 bales to 
the mile; in 1897, 285 bales. ‘“‘The volume of 
cotton business per mile of road has stead- 
ily diminished and, therefore, the net reve- 
nue from cotton handled cannot begin to 
be what it was in 1879, or even in 1889, 

Between 1880 and i895 the raliiroad 
age of Georgia increased 109 per 
while the cotton production the 
increased but c2 per cent. 

Georgia cotton mills consumed 63,601 b 
in 1880. Last year they consumed 157,229 
bales. Whatever haul the roads in Geor- 
gia may have secured on the cotton eon- 
sumed by the mills in the state, it was 
a very short haul... A large amount of cot- 
ton consumed by Georgia mills never is 
hauled by a railroad, being delivered at the 
factories by wagons. 

The Central’s average annual revenue 
from Georgia cotton since 1593 has been 
$553,022.20, the amount for the year ending 
July 1, 1897, being {5°98,838. A reduction of 
25 per cent on local cotton rates would 
cause the Central a direct loss of $138,255.59. 
Indirectly, the loss would be greater. 

A reduction of $138,000 in revenue would 
be that much loss from the net earnings 
because the in hauling could not 
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Mr. Egan took up grain rates in the west. 
Tliinois had in 1896 560,957 car loads of 
grain with an average value of $137.11. 
Georgia's cotton crop, uncompressed, the 
same year made 143,160 car loads, the value 
of which would have been $918 per ear. 
Of compressed cotton the crop would have 
made 21,580 car loads valued at §$1,836 per 
car. The following brief statement was 
given comparing the revenue derived from 
grain in Illinois and cotton in Georgia:

citizen who is engaged in business directly 
or indirectly in Georgia.” 

The Central's rates on coal and pig iron 
are low because of the sharp competition 
at the ports with coal and iron from the 
north. “To force the Central to carry lo- 
cal business at the same rate per ton per 
mile as its earnings on through business 
would force that line to retire from the 
through business, and if it did so retire, 
the result would be to the disadvantage of 
the local shippers and manufacturers lo- 
cated on its line in the state, because It 
would inevitably force an advance in the 
local rates in the state.” 

The Central’s rate per ton per mile is 
steadily decreasing. “If we had been per- 
mitted to earn the same rate per ton per 
mile in 1897 as we did in 1896 upon the ton- 
nage of revenue freight handled, it would 
have increased our freight earnings $175,- 
311.84 or an increase of 4.74 per cent of the 
total freight earnings in Georgia,” 

The Central ghowed that if the cotton 
rate was reduced, it would not be able to 
pay the interest on its bonds and would 
go into a receivership again. 


The Georgia’s Amswer. 

Major Joseph Cumming filed a_ brief 
statement for the Georgia which went 
right to the core of the case. This company 
declared that whether the price of cotton 
has declined or not the result has no le 
gitimate bearing on the case, This result 
has been brought about by the yearly in- 
creasing acreage of the cotton flelds, the 
increased use of fertilizers and the improv- 
ed methods of cultivation. Thus the annual 
yield has increased, and while the price 
of cotton has fluctuated sOmewhat under 
the influences of the laws of supply and 
demand. the tendency has been downward. 
But while the price of cotton may have 
declined, the cost of producing it has also 
greatly lessened. 

The answer goes on to say that it Is 
true that the weight hauling power of. lo- 
comotives has increased. These improve- 
ments represent larger investments of cap- 
ital. The railroads bear the cost of com- 
pressing, equivalent to 42% cents per bale 
of 500 pounds. Formerly the planter or the 
merchant payed for compressing. On sixty- 
nine bales, a car load, the expense of com- 
pressing is $29.32. This would be the premium 
which the railroad company would pay for 
saving the use of two cars, one car being 
able to carry as much compressed cotton 
as three cars could haul of uncompressed 
cotton. 

Assuming Atlanta as the point of ship- 
ment and Charleston the destirffation, the 
mileage on the two cars would amount to 
about $9. So that for increasing the load 
of cotton by ecmpressing, the railroad 
company would pay a net premium of $20 
for sixty-nine bales, or 29 cents per bale. 

Cotton liable to loss or damage 
by fire, while wheat and corn are not. 
Grain can be handled at less expense and 
moves in so much greater bulk that grain 
rates and cotton rates should not be com- 


is very 


pared. 

“Cotton at present rates yields far less 
of its value for transportation than any of 
the other of the great agricultural pro- 
ducts.’”’ 

Corn is worfh on the western farm about 
l7e per bushel of 56 pounds or about 1-3 
cent per pound. Cotton:is worth 8 cents 
per pound. The average charge for freight 
on corn is. 66 per cent of the price at the 
point of consumption, while on cotton the 
average freight charge is only 5 per cent 
of its value. 

In concluding the Georgia road laid down 
this proposition: "The maintenance of the 
railroads is an economic necessity. Their 
maintenance requires the receipt of a rev- 
enue which will keep them in first-class 
eondlt’on as instrumentalities of commerce, 
including travel, will:provide a reasonable 
contingent fund fer the accidents and 
incident to the business and a fair 
interest to the investors in the enterprise. 
This view should he recognized as funda- 
mental and vital. The raising of the requi- 
site revenue should be considered as the es- 
sential the paramognt cogdition to 
tablished. It should be regarded as axiom- 
atic that every material interest must con- 
tribute to this revenue, just as all property 
must contribute in taxes to the support of 
the government. The enfef function, there- 
fore, of this commission should be to see 
that this revenue is raised. In distribut- 
ing it among those Who are to pay if, the 
commission should exercise a wise discre- 
tion, taking a broad, not a narrow view, of 
the whole Any cause which pro- 
poses to deaT with one commodity alone 
and to adjust its proportion of the tax 
with reference to that commodity alone, 
runs the r'sk of involving the commission 
in a failure of its paramount duty of see- 
ing that the requisite revenue Is raised for 
the support of the railroads in the 
above mentioned,” 

The Southern’s Plea. 

The Southern railway put in an elabo- 
rate answer, submitted by Mr. Finley and 
Mr. Fairfax Harrison, of the company’s 
counsel. Mr. Finley is acknowledged to be 
a master traffle manager. He 'made a 
statement of the Southern’s financial affairs 
and presented tables giving the company’s 
indebtedness and fixed charges, its earnings 
and expenses and then he compared the 
cotton rates in Georgia with the colttén 
rates in Texas, Mississippi, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina, South Carolina and 
Georgia. In another table these rates were 
averaged and the difference in’ favor of 
Georgia varied from 1 cent for short dis- 
tances to 11 cents for 130 miles. 

The Southern operates 878 miles of road 
in Georgia. Its mileage in this state is 
bon led for about $20,000 a mile. The com- 
pany has no fléating debt. The proposition 
that roads shceuld be allowed to earn a 
proper rate of interest only on the amount 
which would be required to replace the lines 
in their present condition, would 
deny to investors “‘any natural increment 
in the value of their property, due to the 
growth of the country or successful man- 
agement. Capital cannot be expected .to 
seek investments which will be subject to 
all the liabilities of loss, and allowed no 
possibility of gain.”’ Railroads should be 
entitled to the same privileges in this re- 
spect that are allowed to a private indi- 
vidual or corporation. 

Mr. Finley called attention to the fact 
that the state of Georgia’s road, the West- 
ern and Atlantic, is paying to the state 
$420,000 a year, or an amount equivalent to 
5 per cent on a capitalization of $61,400 per 
mile. It would not be consistent for the 
state’s railroad commission to undertake to 
lay down a rule that the Southern Railway 
Company shall not be allowed to earn a 
fair interest upon its capitalization, if it 
can do so under a scale Of just and rea- 
sonable tariffs, when the state itself, as the 
owner of railroad property, receives a re- 
turn equivalent to 5 per cent on an amount 
three times as great as the bonded indebt- 
edness of the Southern Railway Company 
per mile, and exceeding the total capitali- 
zation of the Southern Rallway Company 
in bonds, preferred stock and common stock 
combined. 

Improvements have to be made all the 
time on railroads, and the lines now operat- 
ed by the Southern have spent $9,009,000 in 
the last seven years for additions and im- 
provements. A road thirty years old is 
worth twice as much as it was when it was 
new. For the year ending June 30, 1896, the 
Southern railway, after paying its fixed 
charges, had $556,000 left. This represented 
about 1 per cent on the preferred stock, 
with nothing for the common stock. The 
lines in Georgia contributed practically 
nothing toward this moderate sum. The 
net income for the jast fiscal year was 
less than for the year previous.

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WILL MAKE FIGHT 


High Officials Say Courthouse Deal Must 
Not Fall Through. 


ILLEGALITY .CLAIM IS DENIED 


Mayor Collier Says All Improvements 
Were Similarly Made. 


COMMISSIONER SPALDING’S WARM TALK 


He Does Not Think an Injunction 
Could Be Granted Upon the Rea- 
sons Advanced. 


The fight upon the courthouse deal is 
growing warm, and has assumed threat- 
ening proportions. Those who favor the 
deal, however, are firm in their position, 
and declare they are ready to abide. by 
the result. 

The principals in the trade—the board of’ 
county commissioners and Mayor Collier— 
say a better deal could never have been 
made. Mayor Collier says the efforts to 
break down the deal are puerile, and he 
says, with emphasis, that it has not been 
the policy of the city to close deals imme- 
diately, citing a number of instances in 
which succeeding councils have been bound 
by former bodies. 

‘The Forsyth street bridge was paid 
for in installments,” said Mayor Collier. 
‘“‘Nobody attempted to break up that trade, 
although succeeding councils were bound 
by the contract. It is true the city was 
given special authority to levy the assess- 
ments and pay the installment. This au- 
thority came by act of the legislature, ex- 
actly the same authority the city now has 
to build the courthouse. 

“T must confess the present attitude of 
Alderman Woodward surprises me, as he 
was so anxious to secure the lease on the 
proposed Venable building, by which he 
proposed to bia the city for a term of 
twelve years, at an annual rent of $12,000 
per year. The lease also proposed to be 
renewable for another term of twelve 
years, making the whole term that of 
twenty years. 

“Another instance is that of the belgian 
block paving. This contract was made 
with Venable Brothers at a price of $1.48 
per square yard. The city made the con- 
tract for five years without legislative au- 
thority, costing the city just $150,000 more 
tham it would have cost had the contracts 
been let to the lowest bidders. 

‘The police station wms built exactly as 
the city proposes to sequre the new city 
hall. The station Is a magnificent build- 
ing, ahd would not have been possible un- 
der any other circumstances. 

“The waterworks was secured on exactly 
the same plan. If the city could not have 
made a long-time contract and givem the 
city’s notes, we could never, have secured 
the waterworks. In fact, the city could 
not have accomplished anything had it not 
been that iong-time contracts were 
made, and the payments for improvements 
made in installments.’’ 

Commissioner Spalding’s Views. 

Commissioner Jack Spalding has some 
very decided views upon the question. He 
thinks the fight against the deal shouid 
not be successful,' and he is of the opin- 
ion that the county and city Will triumph 
in the end, 

“Viewed from the':standpoint of the 
county, it will result in great hardship 
upon the taxpayers, if these parties can 
succeed io setting aside this trade. I do 
not believe they can do it. It is this way: 
The present courthouse is wholly inade- 
quate to the necessities of the county. 
We are not only now renting rooms for 
Judge Berry’s court, including the city 
solicitar, stenographer and other officers, 
but every offiger in the present courthouse 
is clamoring for more Judge Can- 
dler has to hold court in a room that isa 
disgrace to the coumty, and not a single 
department has adequate space to prop- 
erly discharge its pubiic duties. The. ne- 
cessity for a new courthouse is beyond 
question, and the commissioners are :urced 
to build one. 

“Now, if the trade with the city stands, 
the commissioners will only have ‘o raise 
$100,000 by taxes, which with the $150,000 the 
city is to pay, will build the new court- 
house. If, however, these parties succeed 
in breaking up the present arrangement, 
the taxpayers will be burdened to raise 
$250,000, and will have to be taxed two 
years, $125,000 per year, instend of $100,000 
for one year. 

“The sale being by the county to’ the 
city, no injustice can result to any one on 
account of any difference of opinion as 
to price. It is the same public on both 
sides of the trade. Out of their great de- 
sire to keep this burden off the taxpayers, 
the commissioners hope that the present 
effort will fail. | 

Only Lot Owners Interested. 

“T see that the state taxes are going 
to be raised this year, amd if the commis- 
sioners are foreed, by the breaking up of 
their trade, to raise money to build the 
courthouse, the burden will be serious; 
and it is all unnecessary. 

‘‘No benefit can come to the public by 
disturbing the present arrangement be- 
tween the city and county; the only party 
to be benefited would be some ome who has 
a lot to sell to the city for a site for the 
city hall. 

“One thing I wish to make clear is, that 
whoever breaks up this arrangement be- 
tween the city and county, will be directly 
and immediately responsible for the in- 
creased burden of taxes which the people 
of Atlanta and Fulton county will have to 
bear. 

“I know that it should mot be disturbed, 
and don't believe it can be successfully at- 
tacked.”’

MAKE WAY FOR’ BUILDING! 


Work on Many New Buildings Was | 


-~Begun Yesterdey—Farlinger 
Building Started.° 


“Woodman, spare that tree, 
Touch not a single bough, 

In youth it sheltered me 
And I'll protect it now.” 


The minds of many pedestrians turned to 
these familiar lines of his school days as 
he passed along Peachtree street yesterday 
and saw the chips flying from the nine mas- 
sive silver poplars that were being cut 
down to make way for the Majestic. 

Early in the morning the workmen ap- 
peared on the scene and began the excava- 
tions for the foundation of the family hotel 
that will soon follow. The early risers saw 
the men with pick and shovel turn the red 
clay, but the work of cutting down the 
trees was not begun until the busy world 
was active. 

Hundreds of people were passing and 
stopped to see men in a few minutes’ time 
destroy what it took nature over fifty years 
to build. The site of the Majestic is one 
of the oldest on Peachtree street. The nine 
tall poplars tkat shaded the yarg have 
been admired not only by Atlantians, but 
by thousands of visitors. 

“It was fifty years ago when those trees 
first made their appearance,” said an old 
Atlantian, who stood leaning on the iron 
fence and watching the chips fly. ‘“‘When 
Sherman passed through Atlanta he made 
his headquarters just across the street from 
here, and these trees were of a pretty good 
size then. They escaped the fire and ruin 
of the city and have grown on. It’s a pity 
that they have to be cut down, as it were in 
their very prime of usefulness and beauty.” 

The old Atlantian wandered on slowly, 
stopped and took a last look at one of the 
largest trees as the workmen pulled it over 
with ropes. He fixed his eyes on the ground 
and walked slowly on. 

Others came and commented on the trees 
being eut. After they divided into 
sections and were lying, the yard, 
€00d only for the fire, hundreds stopped 
und gazed at them. “A thousand people 
have asked questions about Mhose trees,” 
said the foreman in charge of the work- 
men. “If I have answered one of them. I 
have answered 500. It was the same o'd 
question, why were they obliged to cut 
them down? Why not build the hotel 
further back? 

Within a short period the walls of the 
massive structure will begin to rise and the 
nine majestic silver poplars that were the 
admiration of thousands will be forgotten. 
Yesterday was a starter for all th¢ big 
buildings that will soon tower in this city. 
Mr. A. W. Farlinger took the first steps 
toward beginning his apartment house. 
The effects of the basement of the store 
were moved out and today and the rest of 
this week the goods in the sfore will bea 
moved. It is estimated that on Monday 
the walls of the store will begin to fall un- 
der the workmen’s stroke. 

The buildings now on the site where the 
big Grant structure will go up have begun 
to fall. The store that was occupied by R. 
©. Campbell on the alley corner was torn 
nearly down vesterday. The work will con- 
tinue and before the week is out the main 
part of the block will be cleared away and 
the excavations begun.

A plea in such case, filed before the 
petition had been amended, denying the 
allegation that the defendant had charged 
the plaintiff with committing adultery and 
fornication with the particular person 
therein referred to, and justifying as to the 
allegation that he had charged her gen- 
erally with having committed the offense 
of fornication, did not relate to and be- 
come a plea of justificat'on as to the speci- 
fied charges contained in the amendment. 
Consequently it was incumbent on the 
plaintiff to prove these charges. and the 
court properly admitted relevant evidence 
offered for this purpose: nor was it erro- 
neous to admit in this connection evidence 
of words spoken by the defendant after 
the action was brought, in effect reiterating 
his charges against the plaintiff, this evi- 
dence being admissible on the question of 
malice. 

3. It is net cause for a new trial in such 
case that the court “told the jury that 
the defendant's plea of justifieation filed 
in this case amounted to an admission and 
justification of the words spoken as 
charged in the declaration and failed to 
tell the jury tn his charge that this plea 
of justification amounted only ta an ad- 
mission and justification of the words as 
charged in the original petition and dia 
net amount to an admission and justifica- 
tion of the words charged+in the amend- 
ment made to the petition,’’ it appearing 
that the plaintiff introduced evidence di- 
rectly tending to prove the allegations of 
the amendment to her petition. and ar ex- 
amination of the entire record disclosing 
that the jury must have based their verdict

in her favor upon the opinion they enter- 
tained of the evidence pro and con bearing 
upon the question of the plaintiff's. chastity 
ov unchastity, and there being no good 
reason for concluding that the charge 
above quoted misied them into the belief 
that they shouid treat the defendant's 
plea of justifeation as relating to the al- 
legations in the amendment te the petition. 

4. The present aciion being for physical 
injuries alleged to have been sustained by 
the piaintifi in consequence o: negligence 
and malpractice on the part of the de- 
fendant, who way a physician, in treating 
her for a disease, and filso. for slander, and 
the verdict being in the plaintiff's tavor 
for a specified sum on tho first count, and 
another specified sum on the second count, 
and there being no evidence to sustain the 
reeovery on the former, and sufficient evi- 
dence to sustain the recovery on the let- 
tc’, and no error of law having been com- 
mitted, tha judgment is affirmed, with di- 
rection that the sum recovered for mal- 
practice be written off from the verdict. 
and that tha judgment entered thereon be 
amended accordingly, and that the costs 
ot the writ of error be taxed against the 
defendant in error.

TACKS AND TIRES 
AND INDIGNATION 


Atlanta Wheelmen Are Unanimously 
Opposed to Tack Pavements. 


MAYOR COLLIER TAKES A HAND 


He Will Introduce a Stringent Anti- 
Tack Ordinance in the Council. 


CAPTAIN ENGLISH AFTER TACK DISTRIBUTORS 


Puts Detectives on the Trail of the 
Miscreants—McPherson Chert 
Road Was Also Tacked.

Tacks and tires and tacks and punctures 
and the indignation of hundreds of wheel- 
men were the topic among the riders yes- 
terday. Tht generous distribution of tacks 
On Peachtree street Tuesday night caused 
a stir among the wheelmen, and they are 
up in arms against the miscreant who 
played havoc among the wheels. 

It developed. yesterday that not only 
Peachtree was paved with the pesky lLt- 
tle tacks, but the splendid chert road from 
West End to the barracks was literally 
strewn with them. Riders who started to 
the fort at about § o’clock that night ran 
into a patch of the sharp pointed little 
puncture instruments, and many wheel- 
men returned to the city rolling wheels 
with no air in the tires. 

The work of thé tack man has been 
brought to the attention of the city of- 
ficials, and Mayor Collier has taken notice 
of’ the act of the fellow, who is either a 
bicycle hater or bent on devilment. The 
mayor and members of the council have 
decided to imtroduce a stringent ordinance 
making it a severe penalty for any person 
to tack the and every effort will 
be made.to protect the wheelmen here- 
after. 


One of the Tacks Sent to the Mayor. 

Yesterday Captain J. W. English, chair- 
man of the board of police com nissioners, 
sent for some of the city detectives end he 
secured possession of some of the tacks 
distributed on Peachtree street. One -of 
the tacks was sent to Mayor Collier of- 
ficially with a message from Captain En- 
glish. The mayor is in sympathy with 
the effort to apprehend the guilty party, 
and the detectives are endeavoring to as- 
certain from whieh store the tacks were 
purchased, and by whom. The tack used 
is generally known as the kind used by 
bill-board men. It has a broad, flat top, 
and a sharp point, the two requisites of 
a first-rate tire puncturer. 

Mayor Collier will prepare an ordinance 
designed to make trouble for persons dis- 
posed to cover the asphalt and chert and 
other roads with these repair shop bless- 
ings. The ordinance will make it a seri- 
ous offemse for any person to throw glass, 
tacks, rocks, tin cans, bottles, old-pieces of 
iron, sticks, nails, axes, saws, files or 
other objects dangerous to wheels, on the 
streets of the city, and any person con- 
victed of so doing will be punished to the 
full charter Iimit. Under the ordinance, 
every conceivable kind of sharp or blunt 
object will be considered as a menace to 
wheelmen, and it will be unlawful for per- 
sons to interfere with the pleasure and 
rights of the wheelmem by obstructing 
their way with any of the objects men- 
tioned or by distributing balls, bats, cab- 
bage, tomatoes or other vegetables or ob- 
jects on the streets. 

Some Tack Trouble Yesterday. 

The streets tacked Tuesday night are 
still regarded as dangerous by the wheel- 
men. Although dozens of the tacks were 
carried off in tires and many were picked 
up yesterday morning, there are still @ 
few scattered here and there om Peachtree 
and several riders got their tires tacked 
yesterday. It seems that the street had 
not been swept; if so, poorly, and cofisid- 
erable complaint was made during the day.

WOODWARD REPLIES — 


TO MAYOR COLLIER 


The Alderman Comes Back at the Mayor 
in an Interview. 


SAYS HIS RECORD IS CLEAR 


He Declares That Courthouse Purchase 
Shall Not Be Carried Out. 


SAYS THE MAYOR HAS LOST HiS TEMPER 


Mr. Collier Digs Up Another Record 
of Mr. Woodward, Where Latter 
Voted lor Ten-Year Contract. 


—— 


Mayor Collier and Alderman Woodward 
have not yet settled their difforences re- 
garding phe purchas@ of the county court- 
house by the city, and the very direct card 
of the mayor published in The Constitution 
yesterday brofight forth a lively reply 
from Mt. Woodward. 

Mayor. Collier says he.has nothing fur- 
ther to say in reply to the alderman, deem- 
ing the latter's statement no kind of an ex- 
planation of his course in the matter. 

Mr. Woodward says his record as to the 
making of trades by one council to be 
carried out by another council is clear and 
that he is willing for it to be shown up. 
lie says he aiways voted for the closing of 
such trades with a recommendation to fu- 
ture councils tv Carry them out, but that 
he has not voted for making a binding 
vontract to require another council to live 
up to. 


Alderman Woodward/s Side. 


In speaking of the mayor’s card publish- 


ed in The Constitution yesterday Alderman 


Woodward says: 

“Mayor Collier seems to have lost his 
reasoning and bearings, and to have been 
Severely attacked by one eof his nervous 
Spells. If the mayor had shown half as 
much desire to arrive at the true words 
and meaning of what was said he would 
not at present appear in the light of at- 
tempting to ‘bully.’ His card iy not com- 
palivole with the dignity that is. due the 
position Of mayor of @ great city like At- 
iunta. 

“But as Ido not care te waste much 
time in this matter, and as the mayor has 
seen fit to bring my record in question, I 
Know the public will bear with me in pwt- 
ting it as the records will show, and by 
Which l am willing to stand, and in line of 
which | am wilting for the courthouse to 
be bought, and then when it is paid for 
the eclty of Atlantg will own it in toto, 
and not be hampered with a string ef con- 
ditions, 

“As more stress seems to be placed on 
the buying of the waterworks engines, I| 
Will speak of them first. The waterworks 
system was built by bonds, iseued by act 
of the legislature and a vote of the people 
of Atlanta, which bonds our ‘patriotic’ 
mayor should seek to uphold, and not in- 
jure, by proclaiming them fraudulenily is- 
sued. More especially ought he to praise 
them when he knows that the money for 
that issue of bonds could be spent for no 
other purpose than building the water- 
works, and that the bank, of which he was 
a stockholder and director, had the-use of 
all that money during the building. of the 
works. At the latter part of the cons(truc- 
tion of the waterworks it was found neces- 
sary to provide against accident, to dupli- 
cate the engine power. (This is my recol- 
lection of the transaction without, referring 
to the records.) Therefore the city bought 
extra engines, with the direct understand- 
ing with the contractors that the city 
could not enter into a debt to bind future 
councils, and that as far as they could go 
would be to recommend the future councils 
that the remaining installments be paid 
when due. A recommendation, while not 
legally holding any one responsible, has al- 
ways been honored by. suceeeding councils. 

“As regards the contract for building the 
new station house the same conditions ex- 
dist. So much was paid the first year and 
future councils were requested to pay and 
no attempt was made to bind the remain- 
ing unpaid installments, 

“The same legislation was taken 
gard to the Forsyth street bridge as ap- 
plies to the station house matter, and as 
in that case, the city unconditionally owns 
the bridge. 

Never Buy Courthouse. 


“The mayor admiis the law is all on 
my side, and I tell him that he will never 
buy the courthouse with any trimmings to 
the title unless a propet vote of the people 
says he can deo so. 

“It is even better that the people should 
pay their pro rata part of the tax to build 
a courthouse than for the city to have 
such a trade as that placed upon her. Kill- 
ing the conditions of that trade, or if not, 
the trade itself, is my intent, and, thank 
God, 1 have got independence and back- 
bone to oppose a measure [ think wrong, 
even if Mayor Collier is leading. [I was 
elected by the people and | belong to no 
man and no man can lead me by the nose. 


Says Reporter Misquoted Him. 


“It cannot be possible that Mer. Collier 
wants to drag the dignity of the position 
he holds to the depth of degradation in 
order that he might parade such language 
in a ‘bullying’ way. If that is his idea he 
has barfttd up the wrong tree. If he has 
a craving desire to use such language he 
should-use it to me personally, and not 
fight his battles before the public in the 
newspapers. The reporter was not correct 
in saying that the courthouse had been 
‘condemned.’ But I did say that the 
building inspector's report showed and 
recommended that it be repaired and that 
it needed bolstering up now.”’ 


Mayor Collier Cites More Records. 


Mayor Collier says he is satisfied} witn 
the issue as it stands between Aldgrman 
Woodward and himself and that hp has 
nothing further t6 say except that Al- 
derman Woodward is on record as favor- 
ing a ten-year contract by the city to se- 
cure a city hall. He refers to the eontem- 
plated deal with Venable Bros. last year 
when that firm proposed to erect a build- 
ing on the old capitol site and lease a part 
of the building for city hall purposes. 

Mr. Collier calls attention to the fact 
that at that time Mr. Woodward and Mr. 
Hugh Inman made a report to the council 
In part as follows: 

“Your committee respectfully ctcom- 
mends the acceptance of this offer, and 
that the mayor be authorized to execute a 
contract with Messrs. Venable Bros. on a 
basis of said offer. Respectfully submitted. 

UGH T. INMAN’ 
“JAMES G. WOODWARD.” 

The terms of that contract were that the 
lease was “to run ten years from the com- 
pletion of the building at an annual rental 
of $12,000 payable in equal monthly tInstall- 
ments. with the privilege of eenewal for 
ten years more at the option of the city 
at the same price,” 

This report of the committee was adopt- 
ed by council and aldemanic board and 
Alderman Woodward voted for it. It was 
later vetoed by Mayor King.

The work done by these inspectors is of 
such a character that they should have 
ample time to read the meters carefully 
and not hurriedly, as they are now com- 
pelled to do in order to get through with 
their work in the tima allowed them. 

To read 250 meters a day, located as they 
are in Atlanta, is too much for any one 
man to do satisfactorily, and [I am satis- 
fied that many of the complaints we now 
have from consumers are caused by this 
hurried reading. 

In this connection [ recommend that the 
salary of W. F. Young, bookkeeper and 
cashier in the office, be inereased. Mr. 
Young has worked faithfully in this de- 
partment for more than seven years and 
has never received an inereasa in his sal- 
ary during that time.

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He Is Author of Resolution Creating 
Public Market Committee. 


WILL LOOK INTO THE QUESTION AT ONCE 


President Comer and Other Railroad 
Officials Will Be Asked About 
Putting Market Over Tracks.

Alderman Woodward 
thinks something should be done in the 
matter, and he will urge the committee 
to assist him in securing a suitable loca- 
tion and arranging for the accomplishment 
of something on the line desired. 

Mr: Woodward thinks the market should 
be located over the railroad tracks be- 
tween the Broad and Forsyth =§street 
bridges, and his committee wil! confer 
with the’ railroad officials with a view of 
locating the house at that place. Mr. H. 
M. Comer,, president of the Central rail- 
road, is expected inthec'ity this week, and 
the market hceuse committee w ll confer with 
him about the proposed site for the house. 
Other railroad officials and state officials 
will be asked about the _ question.
